rushed. The heroic McKee was the first 
to mount the parapet and the first to 
leap into a hand-to-hand conflict. There 
he fell, as-h% father fell in Mexico, at 
the head ofJ|ris men, first inside the 
enemy's stormed works. Other officers 
and" men -were o.uickly'over the parapet. 
Fighting Inside the fort was desperate. 
The resolution of the Koreans was un- 
yielding; they apparently expected no 
quarter and probably would have given 
none. They fought to the death, and" 
only when the1 last man fell did the con- 
flict cease.

The 
result was that the Koreans came -to 
look upon all foreigners as of one and 
the same persuasion; and In 1868, when 
the American trading schooner General 
Sherman went ashore on their coast the

to Korea to look into the outrage and 
to recover the, survivors, should there 
be any.

sidies to hospitals, .the pay of Government physicians, the military 
and the band. Of course these are, not final tdecisions, 1>ut estimates 
t6 be submitted fb the Legislature., Possibly the. Legislature may 
see £t to retain some of these things,- or devise other methods of 
establisbing'a parity betm »n expenses and receipts".

189$ to IMt. inclusive, says Edward At- 
kinson, the well known anti-Imperial- 
ist ha* been over WO.WO.OOO. The cost 
of the war with Spain and of the war- 
fare upon the people of the Philippine 
islands to the end of the last fiscal year, 
June W, IMS, had been over $860,000,000. 
an addition In that fiscal year to the 
previous charge upon th* taxpayers of 
this country of not less than $150,100.000. 
This charge Is increasing rather than 
diminishing. At the end of the present 
calendar year. December O. 1MB. we 
ahaH have expended in war and war- 
tare cot leas than $00,000,000, which 
sum will be slightly hi excess of the 
outstanding bonded debt of the United 
State* bearing Interest Of this sum 
about tSOO.OW.<*0 is commonly assigned 
to the cost of the war with Spain. 
There are no exact data outside tho 
government accounts by which thU can 
be apportioned.
